[Eighteen year-old Lois Campbell wrote this ga charming letter to her brother, Henry Monroe 

Campbell, who was in school at the Flushing Institute in Flushing, New York. Papa was Henry 


Monroe Campbell, a merchant of Detroit. Unfortunately neither one of these young people was 

long for this world. Henry was drowned at the foot of Orleans Street in Detroit in October 
and Lois, whose health was delicate, died in 1842 of consumption. Other members of this Detroit 
family fulfilled their promise. James V. Campbell was one of the first Justices of the Mi ar 


Supreme Court and Valeria, an older sister, was one of the early women teachers in Detroit. This

Avon Springs, 3rd June, 1835 


You will doubtless be somewhat surprised to receive a letter bearing this date, un- 
already heard of our departure from home. Papa's health, though much better than 
the winter, is by no means perfectly restored, and his physician advised him t« 
ourney. In compliance with this advice he left Detroit on the 13th of May accom- 
nd myself.

When we set out from home, we did not intend to be absent more than three weeks, 
but it is now nearly four since we left, and I do not know when we shall 1 
1 lls, and perhaps spend a short time in Buffa 


Our journey down the lake was exceedingly rough, and of course not very ate sant. 

Almost all the passengers were sick, and those who were not so were obliged to remain f¢ 
quiet. When we reached Huron, where we arrived at about five o'clock in the evening, t! 
had become so boisterous that the captain de stermined to remain there till morning, which he 

* accordingly did. The next day was not much pleasanter than the preceding, and we were quite de- 
lighted when we came to the end of our voyage. We landed at Conneaut about two o'clock in the 
m¢ orning, and were obliged to walk about half a mile before we reached the public house. When we 
arrived there we found it full, and they told us that if we would walk a mile and a ha 
we should find excellent accommodations. We were rather too much fatigued to accept their offer, 
and finding that we were resolved to stay, they at last succeeded in getting a room for Ma and 


myself. The gentlemen were obliged to sleep on the floor, "apres la mode Indienne." 
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Early the next morning, we procured a carriage and rode over to Uncle Sedgwick's 
which is near the village of Monroe, about seven mi from Conneaut. It is a pleasant place and 
we spent four days there very agreeably. They urged us to stay there longer, but as our time was 
limited we could not conveniently do so. We left Conneaut on Tuesday evening and arrived at Erie 
the same night. We did not travel in the steam boat, but took the stage; and our starlight ride 


was very agreeable. We had been told before we left Conneaut that our route not a very 
pleasant one to travel by night, as there were several dangerous ravines ee sh we must 


a endeavored to secure an extra, that we might go in the day-t They consented 
one, as the regular stage was alreaay full, but refused to wa 7 till morning. We 
were afterwards glad that such was the case, for the evening was delightful. The stars shone 
with more than usual splendor, the air was cool and refreshing, and our road, so far from being 
dangerous, had just enough variety to render it pleasant. The only incident that occurred worth 


mentioning was the attempt of a man to mount the boot of the stage, with the intention, it was 
supp sed of cutting it open. A few smart blows from the driver's whip made him relinquish his 
hold, and the rest of the journe} was i pactiane in safety. 


We remained in Erie one day, but as I was somewhat fatigued by the ride of the 
preceding evening I did not walk out to see the town. On Thursday morning we took the stage for 
Fredonia. ur route this day was through a very interesting section of country for the most part 
gently undulating, but in some places quite hilly. We passed through several small te 
none of any importance except that of Westfield. This (to describe it in true cceiaaaitain’ style) 
is a flourishing little village situated in t 

g several churches, an academy, a number of mil

Mary Millerd's thirds, to the highest bidder, Asa Millard of Smithfield, laborer (and son of the 
deceased). On 9 Dec. 1804 the same administrators sold three acres in Smithfield, at the south- 
east corner of Jonathan's farm, to the highest bidder, Mary Millard, widow. (Smithfield, R.I. 
Deeds, Vol. 10, pp. 182, 446) On 7 March 1801 the same administrators sold at vendue to James 
Olney of Gloucester, 23 acres in Glocester; and on 6 April 1801 Mary Millerd's dower was parti- 
tioned from this land of James Olney. (Gloucester, R.I. Deeds, Vol. 1h, p. 153 Vol. 15, p. 16) 
Ten years later, when Asa Millard was making preparations to leave Smithfield, some further 
adjustment of land titles was in order. On 25 April 1811 Mary Millerd of Smithfield, widow, 
quitclaimed to her son Asa Millerd of Smithfield her rights in land now in Asa's possession that 
had belonged to her husband Jonathan deceased, also rights in a lot conveyed by Asa to Benjamin 
Doing. On the same date Asa Millerd quitclaimed to his mother Mary Millerd of Smithfield for 
her life one third part of the 20 acres "where I now dwell", including the room in the southeast 
end of the house where she now dwells and part of the cellar under it, also two rights in land 
belonging to the heirs of Jonathan Millard deceased. (Smithfield, R.I. Deeds, Vol. 12, p. 18) 


On April 1826 inventory of the estate of Mary Millerd deceased totaled $54.65, all personal. 
On 7 Oct. 1826 claims against the estate showed Dr. Ezekiel Fowler's bill, $5.50; note owed Wel- 
come Millard, $25.00; and owed Welcome Millard as Administrator, $208.60. (Smithfield, R.I. 
bates, Vol. h, pp. 589, 683, 698) On 10 Jan. 1829 Welcome Millard, administrator of the esta 
of Mary Millard late of Smithfield, according to a court order in March 1827, sold to William 
Bartlett of Smithfield, the highest bidder, Mary's rights in three acres with buildings in 
Smithfield; and finally on 26 March 1829 Welcome Millard as administrator deeded to Samuel Mil- 
lard of Providence (son of Stephen #50 ix.) 30 acres in Smithfield owned by Welcome's honored 
father Jonathan Millerd deceased, bounded on the south by William Bartlett. (Smithfield, R.I. 
Deeds, Vol. 15, p. 5733 Vol. 17, p. 168) Thereafter Samuel began to acquire the rest of the 
Smithfield farm of his grandfather, Jonathan Millard; although some of the deeds cannot now be 
found in the Town Records, it is probably safe to conclude that by the end of 1832, he had a 
clear title to the property. 


The State Gensus of Rhode Island taken in 1774 shows Jonathan Millard living in Smithfield 
with a household including besides himself and his wife, three sons and a daughter under 16 
years. In 1790 besides himself and wife, he had one son over 16 years, seven sons and a daughter 
under sixteen. These census records together with deeds disposing of Jonathan's estate have 

been used to reconstruct the family as follows:

Syracuse Public Library was picked as one in the North, by Mr. Booth. The Genealogy and 
Local History Department has always emphasized the Northeast, particularly New England, New 
York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania. There is an extensive collection on Syracuse and Onondaga 
County, including the Onondaga County Pioneer Index. There is a microfilm reader. Onondaga 
Historical Association is next door, and the courthouse just across Columbus Circle. 

Montgomery County Department of Archives and History, in the old courthouse at Fonda, New
